Author's Story of How "Hans Brett^ 


mann*a Barty" Was Writen. 


To the late Charles Godfrey LelanJ, 


journalist, philologist, art commission- 
er and all round man of letters, ''Hans 
Breitmann" brought the fate of the au- 
thor of some hastily dashed off jingle 
•which so tickles the public fancy as to 
partly eclipse his more serious sayiugs 
and doings, says the Philadelphia 
Press. He regarded his researches in 
gypsy lore and bis efforts for the pro- 
motion of art education in the schools 
as the important work of his life, but 
people persisted in knowing him best 
as the author of "Breitmann." 


"I had one day in Graham's Maga- 


zine a. space to fill," wrote Mr. Leland in" 
his "Memoirs," published iu 1893. "In 
a hurry I knocked off 'Hans Bre.it- 
nianu's Barry.' I gave it no thought at 
all. I little dreamed that in days to 
cor.ie I should be asked in Egypt and 
on the blue Mediterranean and in ev- 
ery country iu Europe if I was its au- 
thor." 


The success of the following half 


dozen stanzas in burlesque Pennsylva- 
nia Dutch, written hurriedly, as he 
says, iu 1850, was phenomenal. More 
than 50,000 copies of the pamphlet col- 
lection of it and other ballads ivcre 
sold the first year it appeared. At one 
time Hans figured in four London 
theaters at one time, and a weekly pa- 
per bearing the title Hans Breitmann 
was started, without, however, the au- 
thor's sanction or complicity.

Bond Fixed at $1000. 


Preliminary Hearing in Columbus 


Set for April 14th. 


Miller and His Father Signed the Bond—Further De 


velopments in the Case--The Woltz Affair- 


Nothing Heard From Struble as Yet. 


A «pccial dispatch to the Advocate 


fiom Columbus Friday afternoon tells 


of Real Esate Agent W. H. H. Mill- 
er's release from prison on bail. 


Columbus, 0, April 3—W. H. H. 


Miller of the firm of Miller & Stiuble, 
of Newark who was arrested yesterday 
afternoon on the charge of fraudulent 
use of the mails in connection with 
certain real estate 
transactions was 


released trom prison today on $1,000 
bail his bond being signed by Miller 
and h;>> father. No word has yet been 
received concerning Miller's partner 
Mr. Struble, who is believed to be in 
Toledo. Miller's hearing befoie Unit- 
ed States Comrm=felon«r Johnson w:;5 
take place on April 14. 


Postmaster J. M. Ickes today said 


that there was nothing new in the 
case against W. H. H. Miller, the 
real estate agent, and G-. -W. J. Woltz 
the men, who were arrested for using 
the United States mails in connection 
\\iDh extensive land frauds. 


Mr. Ickes told the incidents which 


led up to "Woltz's arrest in Zanesville, 
which were in some details amusing. 
Woltz had 
'been released 
by 
the 


United States officers and was told to 
aOtend the hearing of Miller in Colum 
bus as a witness. He was expected 
to accompany the inspectors on the 
1:30 train to that city, but instead 
made a bee- line for the B. & O. de- 
pot. 
An express train was standing 


there and he asked 
station) agent 


Charles Long if the trian went to a 
certain place. 
Long replied that it 


did not carry passengers, and askea 
Woltz where he wanted to go. 
The 


latter replied "I don't care Just so 1 
get out of town." 


Soon afterward train 104 pulled In 


aud Woltz boarded it. 
He took a 


scat, from which he nearly fell when 
lie saw Mr. Ickes also on the train. 
The postmaster was going to Zanes- 


lle, and asked the brakeman when 


the train left. The latter replied that 
just as soon as the "baggage was load- 
ed it would pull out. 


Mr. Ickes got off the train and told 
h-arles Long to telephone Miss Ada 


Ickes at the postoffice to notify tae 
nspectors. 


Mr. Ickes then got on the tram 


again, and Mr. Long earned out his 
part of the program. 
En route, Mr, 


Woltz. who began to feel comfortable, 
grew talkative and regaled a fellow 
passenger with an account of his vast 
and holdings in Tennessee -ad Mis- 
sissippi. He said: 
"I have 40,000 


acres of land down there and have sold 
considerable. 
I now have a great 


deal left 
which 
is for sale. 
Tie 


Jnited States government got after 
me. but I have got away from that." 


Knowing what (he did Mr. Ickes 


could hardly repress a smile and 
Woltz's face was a picture when he 
stepped off the train and was instant- 
ly nabbed by an officer. 
He had not 


yet got away and probably will 
no 


lor some time. 


The method that is said' to hav 


been used by Miller & 'Strubie, 
anc 


Waltz, was to get abstracts for land 
titles from, 
tae clerks 
of countie 


where they were situated. 
Deeds 


were made incorporating the abstracts 
of (title and sold to purchasers at 
low price for the lands. The witnesses 
and other names 
appearing on the 


deeds, were forged and fraudulent. A 
reference to the records showed' the 
abstracts in the deed to correspond 
and the purchaser unless he did as 
Mr. C. O. 'Neibarger, who went down 
and personally investigated his pur 
c'hase, thought he had a- good piece of 
real estate. Neibarger came back 
threatened to have 
Woltz arrested 


and made him settle. It was through 
Neighbarger's visit that the Inspectors 
in Tennessee, became acquainted with 
the modus operadi of 'Miller & Struble 
and Woltz. 


The Advocate was the only Newark 


paper that had the mews of tae Miller- 
Woltz arrest Thursday. Another pa 
per printed this innocent looking par- 
agraph: 


"W. H. H. Miller was called lo Col- 


umbus today as a witness in the Unit- 
ed States Court." 


The Zanesville Times-Recorder

"&. W. J. Woltz, of Newark, was 


arrested in this city Thursday after- 
neon upon the arrival of the east 
•bound <B. & O. passenger train. 


"The arrest was made by B. & O.

S. postoffice inspectors W. S. Green- 
away, 
of Chattanooga, and M. G. 


Price of St. Louis. The prisoner wa; 
taken to the city prison, where he 
will remain until he is taken to Colum- 


bus, which will probably be to-day. 


''Mir. Woltz, who is 74 years of age 


is a member of the real estate firm of 
Miller, Struble & Woltz, 
and 
was 


wanted in Columbus to appear before 
the United 'States authorities to tell 
what he knows about certain land 
transactions that have led up to the 
ancst of his partner Miller, for fraud- 
ulent use of the mails. 


"Mr. Woltz was subpoenaed to ap- 


pear as a witness "out Instead of gi>- 
ing to Columbus he boarded the east 
bound train and was arrested as noted. 


"In defense of his action he stated 


lo the officers that he was drugged 
and as a consequence 
boarded the 


wrong train. 
This statement is not 


given credence however, as he told 
his typewriter before he left that he 
wa< going 10 Zanesville. He made no 
effort to get off the train until he was 
accosted by the detective. 


"It had been the Intention of the 


government officials to deal 
lightly 


with Mr. Woltz owing -to his age but 
now they say they will prosecute him 
not only for contempt of court, but 
will file a more serious charge against 
him."

''At pressnt a person is not able to 


tell tbe pronunciation of a word that is 
not common because of the fact that 
raanj letters bave several—and in tbe 
case of the letter 'a' five or six—pro- 
nunciations. Foreign words are iutro 
duced in our language, aud their pro- 
nunciation has to be guessed at. There 
are many words tbat philologists de- 
sired to bave spelled differently or 
spelled the way tbey sound. 


"Take the word 'though.' It is ar- 


gued that there should be a sign for 
th,' and the word would then be spell- 
ed by using the sign detei mined upon 
for tbe first two letters and tbe letter 
'o.' For instance, tbe English pronun- 
cintip'4 pf the. .word 'po^f i% 'poust.' 
We pronounce it 'post.-" "Tbe~accent on 
the vowel is almost lost. That is due 
to tbe sehoolma'ams of our land, who 
for the last 100 years have been telling 
John when be came to the word 'post' 
and was inclined to drawl over the 'o' 
:o hurry up and rot drag it out. 


"There are lots of tilings to be cor- 
ected. Tbe great result of this alpha- 
jet will be to change the spelling of 
\\ ords to the way tbey sound (phonetic 
spelling). "Programme'wasaiidissome- 
:imes correctly spoiled 'programme,' 
;ut it is more generally spelled 'pro- 
pram.' 
We save time and spell cor- 


eetly tbe word we pronounce. 
"There are other slight and great re- 


forms in English that tbere is a desire 
.o establish, but tbey are all overshad- 
owed by tbe move for the alphabet 
Sir. Carnegie's move is simply a plan 
to see what can be done along this 
ine."
